AN ACT to amend the general banking law: of this state.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows : -

SecrroN 1. Any bank or banking association organ- How beak may
ized under the general banking law of this state, de- upitscireulstion;
sirous of redeeming and winding up its circulation
without discontinuing the business of banking, is here-
by authorized to redeem and wind up its circulation in
the same manner, in all respects, as is provided in said
law for banking associations desirous of discontinuing .
tho business of banking; but such redemption, deposit
and publication of notice shall in no wiso release such
bank from the payment of taxes to the state, or in any
manner affect the chartered rights of such bank or
banking association.

SeorioN 2. It shall be lawful for any bank or bank- Interest on dir
ing association organized and doing business under the
general banking law of this state, to demand and re-
ceive for loans and discounts, such rate of interest as
shall be allowed by law to be taken and received by in-
dividual citizens, and by corporations other than bank-
ing associations in this state.
